WARREN — Eighty-eight 
students from the Quaboag 
Regional Middle/High School 
Class of 2021 were honored 
at the 53rd Commencement 
held last Saturday morning on 
the football field. Families and 
friends braved the heat to con- 
gratulate their graduates, who 
have faced many challenges in 
their young lives already. 

Class President Nicholas 
Robbins said that “life was so 
simple and easy,” before enter- 
ing high school. Losing three 
of their classmates and friends 
during freshman year made 
Robbins, and his fellow class- 
mates, “put everything under 
a microscope.” After the trag- 
edy, high school became a blur, 
Robbins said. 

The last year and few 
months continued to cause 
discord in many of the stu- 
dent’s lives. “Everyone’s sense 
of normalcy was uprooted and 
changed completely,” Robbins 
said, with the COVID-19 pan- 
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Dr. Brett Kustigian, Superintendent of Schools praised the Class of 2021 for their resilience and sense of humor. 





A family reunion for just a few hours

WARE — For a short time 
last Thursday night, June 3, the 
Mary Lane family was together 
again. 

The former employees met 
in the closed parking lot of the 
hospital, which had closed at 
noon earlier in the day. Trick- 
ling into the parking lot one 
and two at a time, they hugged 
each other and were joyful 
upon seeing former coworkers 
they hadn’t seen for some time, 
and others they had just seen 
earlier in the day. 

They laughed, caught up 
with each other, but they were 
all sad in the wake of Mary 
Lane’s closure of its satellite 
emergency facility at noon 
Thursday. 

Baystate Health officials Dr. 
Mark Keroack and Molly Gray 
announced in late January 
they were closing Mary Lane’s 
emergency and cancer services 
by the end of June, and the rest 
of the services at the campus 
over the following 18 months. 

“We're still a family, we're all 
happy to see each other tonight, 
but it’s said, it feels like a wake,” 
said Peggy Baxter, who worked 
at the hospital for 19 years as a 
non-clinical educator. 

“T was actually working here 
today, it was terrible,” said Jen-

nifer Bolduc, who had worked 
for 10 years as a registered 
nurse in the ER. “We’ve taken 
care of so many people in this 
small community; the person 
youre grocery shopping with 
could be someone you're soon 
taking care of.” 

Another described how the 
Mary Lane sign on the building 
at the entrance was removed 
before the hospital actual- 
ly closed on June 3, and was 
sawed in half by the workman. 

They hugged, joked, told 
stories, laughed loudly, teased 
each other and cried for a cou- 
ple of hours, remembering 
what it was like to be together. 

“What you see here tonight, 
that’s how it was,” said Cher- 


yl Joubert, who worked as a 
nurse. “ We all got along, we 
laughed and joked — everyone 
was equal, nobody was up on 
a pedestal. And we knew our 
patients, we'd see them and say, 
“Roger, why are you still smok- 
ing?” We really knew them.” 
“Everyone worked well to- 
gether, we all knew each other 
and we many of the people in 
town and they knew us,” said 
Sue Teczar, an RN for 20 years. 
A doctor, who did not want 
his name used, said the hospital 
closing will be tough for Ware 
and the surrounding towns. 
“They re ripping the 
heart of the community, it’s 
heart-wrenching,” he said. “At

WARREN — A Spencer 
man, who died in 2016, was 
named on June 3 as a person 
of interest in the 
abduction and 
murder of 16-year- 
old Molly Bush 
almost 21 years 
ago. She was tak- 
en from Com ins 
Pond in Warren 
on June 27, 2000, 
where she worked 
as a lifeguard, and 
her remains were 
found in Palmer 
on Whiskey Hill 
almost three years 
later. 

Francis 
“Frank” P. Sumner 
Sr. has been named 
a person of inter- 
est in the murder 
of Molly Bush, 
Worcester County District At- 
torney Joseph D. Early Jr. an- 
nounced on June 3. 

Sumner, who died in 2016, is 
being investigated in the 2000 
murder of the 16-year-old after 
investigators recently received 
new information. Sumner, born 
in 1945, was active in the Cen- 
tral Massachusetts area from

1960 through 2016. He was 
known to operate auto repair 
shops in the Spencer, Leicester 
and Worcester areas. Sumner 
lived in Spencer prior to his 
death. 

Investigators 
are looking for 
tips from the pub- 
lic, specifically for 
information  rela- 
tive to Sumner’s 
employment prac- 
tices/personnel, 
associates, — vehi- 
cles, travel and any 
known habits. 

Bish’s _—_ family 
and Early’s office 
have run __ sever- 
al tip campaigns 
regarding Molly 
Bish’s murder over 
the last few years. 

According to 
published reports, 
Sumner was con- 
victed of kidnap- 
ping and aggravated assault of 
another 16-year-old girl in the 
early 1980s, and served time in 
prison for the crime. 

This announcement comes 
just weeks before the 21st an- 
niversary of Mbolly’s disap- 
pearance from Comins Pond in 
Warren on June 27, 2000. Mol- 
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demic and political upheaval. Robbins said 
despite the challenges they faced, both in the 
community and the world at large, they per- 
severed. “We did it,” he said. 

Known not only for their resilience in the 
face of adversity, the Class of 2021 was also 
the first class to successfully pull off a “le- 
gitimate” senior prank in 10 years, Robbins 
said. 

Superintendent of Schools Dr. Brett 
Kustigian noted that this was the first year 
that multiple children of School Commit- 
tee members were graduating. Kustigian 
thanked administrators, facilities staff and 
teaching staff for all of their efforts to make 
this ceremony possible. Dr. Kustigian said he 
felt “closer to this class than any other,’ as he 
has known them for 13 years. “I’ve watched 
you grow over time, and I am so very proud 
of each and every one of you,” he said. 

Kustigian reminded the Class of 2021 
that “no one can stop or slow down time,” 
and to take their time to enjoy life. After 
dealing with the COVID-19 pandemic since 
last year, these students also faced an unex- 
pected, delayed start to their senior year due 
to mold issues in the school. Dr. Kustigian 
said the Class of 2021 was, “The most de- 
termined, most likely to help others,” and 
said they were “more prepared for the future 
than any other class,” due to the overwhelm- 
ing challenges they overcame. Quoting Walt 
Disney, Kustigian said, “all the adversity I’ve 
had in my life, all my troubles and obstacles, 
have strengthened me...you may not realize 
it when it happens, but a kick in the teeth 
may be the best thing 1n the world for you.” 

Agreeing with Class President Robbins 
about their sense of humor and penchant for 
pranks, Kustigian fondly remembered arriv- 
ing at the school one day to find a “School 
for Sale” sign replacing the “Welcome to 
Quaboag” sign.

Principal Stephen Duff said, “there has 
always been a glue that holds this group to- 
gether.” He said they have overcome every 
challenge and he is “proud of each and every 
one of you.” 

The keynote speaker was Deborah A. 
Day, Steam Outreach Coordinator at Smith 
College and Quaboag Regional High School 
graduate of the Class of 1984. Day urged 
the students to “show up and be present” 
and “say yes to opportunities as they arise.” 
She said staying in one’s comfort zone, was a 
“sreat enemy” to creativity, and that show- 
ing up and being present can be uncomfort- 
able but is necessary for growth. 

Day shared a story of a challenge that 
placed her far from her comfort zone, when 
she decided to sew her junior prom dress on 
her own, making “something out of noth- 
ing.” Day reminded the students that they 
are their greatest assets and to “trust their 
training,” they have received in their years at 
Quaboag. 

Class Valedictorian Sadie Bridges said 
that while life 1s rarely perfect, she is “so very 
grateful for every sliver of kindness” she has 
received from her classmates and school 
staff. “All of you are complex and deserving 
of happiness,” she said. 

Salutatorian Hannah Martin said she 
was going to “bust the myth” that their high 
school years were the best years of their 
lives, although they did have “beautiful mo- 
ments.” Martin said, “We’ve been faced with 
tragedy, conflict and pandemic, and carried 
on with mosaic broken hearts.” She conclud- 
ed by telling her classmates, “It’s time to go.” 

The Class of 2021 gifted a new digital dis- 
play sign for the front of the school. Princi- 
pal Duff thanked the class for the generous 
gift, and jokingly asked if it was going to say, 
“School for Sale.”

Will my retirement 
benefits be cut because 
of my state pension?

Dear Rusty: I took early retirement at 20 
years from the Louisiana public school sys- 
tem in 1996. Since then, I have continued to 
work in private schools, except for two years 
in public schools. I now have over 20 years in 
the Social Security system. Are they going 
to take money out of my tiny early state re- 
tirement check or lower my Social Security 
check? Is it true I can continue working and 
draw Social Security? I have reached full re- 
tirement age - I am 68. Signed: State Retiree 

Dear State Retiree: There are 27 US states 
(including Louisiana) which, to varying de- 
grees, do not require state employees to con- 
tribute to the federal Social Security program. 
Retirees in those states with a pension earned 
while not contributing to Social Security, and 
who still earn enough Social Security credits 
(from other work) to be eligible for Social Secu- 
rity benefits, are affected by a regulation known 
as the Windfall Elimination Provision (WEP), 
which reduces the amount of your Social Secu- 
rity payment. So, the answer to your question is 
yes, your Social Security benefit will be reduced 
as a result of your LA state pension and WEP 
(your LA retirement benefit won't be affected). 

The amount of the reduction to your So- 
cial Security benefit will depend upon the 
number of years of “significant” earnings 
you have been contributing to the Social Se- 
curity program. With 20 or fewer years of 
Social Security-covered earnings, you would 
incur the maximum WEP reduction, which is 
either a) 50% of your state pension amount, 
or b) the maximum WEP reduction for your 
“eligibility year” (the year you turned 62, 
which I believe was 2015). In the case of b), 
the maximum WEP reduction to your Social 
Security benefit would be $413/month. 

Since you say you have “over 20 years” 
contributing to Social Security, be aware that 
the size of the WEP reduction to your Social 
Security will be smaller for each year over 20 
that you have significant Social Security-cov- 
ered earnings. For example, with 21 years of 
Social Security earnings, your WEP reduction 
would be $371/month; with 25 years of Social 
Security contributions your WEP reduction 
would be $206/month; and with 30 years of 
Social Security contributions, WEP would no 
longer apply. As you can see, the WEP reduc- 
tion to your Social Security benefit decreases 
proportionally with each year over 20 that you 
have significant earnings and contribute to 
Social Security, and WEP disappears with 30 
years of significant Social Security earnings. 

Be aware that WEP will not affect you un- 
til you are collecting both your state pension 
and your Social Security benefit, and that for 
each full year you continue to work and con- 
tribute to Social Security the WEP reduction 
will diminish. And since you’ve passed your 
full retirement age you can collect Social Se- 
curity and work without your benefits being 
affected. But, in any case, you shouldn't delay 
claiming your Social Security benefit past age 
70 because that is when your Social Security 
benefit will reach maximum.

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Late spring questions for the Garden Lady 


his question came from Peggy, who 
gardens in Belchertown: “I always 
enjoy reading your column, 

and finally I got up the nerve to 
ask you a question. Last year, and 
for the first time ever, I grew ele- 
phant’s ears. Just as you said to 
do, I dug them up before the first 
frost. They looked so good, sur- 
prisingly, that I kept three of them 
in pots in a room on the north 
side of my house where they only 
received a bit of indirect sunlight 
each day. I watered them through- 
out the winter and they put out 
some new growth. When the danger of frost 
had passed, I brought them directly outside 
of the room they were in, figuring I would 
harden them off before planting them in the 
garden. Before long, however, the leaves yel- 
lowed, and turned brown 1n patches. Do you 
have a guess as to what happened?” 

I am surmising your plants got scalded 
from the wind and/or the sun. The inten- 
sity of the light change from a nearly dark 
room to outdoors with the wind on top 
of that, likely shocked the plant. I recom- 
mend you cut back any foliage that 1s too far 
gone and move the pots to a very protected, 
shady area. With any hope, the plants will 
regrow and you will get some enjoyment out 
of them this summer. When frost threatens, 
unearth the tubers and store in them 1n a pot 
of vermiculite or wrap in paper and store in 
empty pots at fifty degrees. Pre-start them in 
a sunny window in late March and gradual- 
ly acclimatize to the outdoors in mid-May. 
Good luck! 





Cutworms 

Cutworms are a big problem right now. I 
have seen many in my own garden. Here 1s 
an updated version of answers to a question 
that ran a few years back, figuring you may 
find it useful. 

I ran into my old friend Don at the dentist 
office when this question arose: “I planted a 
lot of cabbage a few weeks back and in the

morning I notice that some of the plants are 
cut off, right at the base. What is doing this? 
I find it strange that they aren’t ex- 
actly eaten, just lying there!” 

The pest you mention is the 
dreaded cutworm. There is noth- 
ing more disappointing to visit 
the garden and see the pepper or 
broccoli plant that you nurtured 
indoors for weeks or months 
chopped down at the soil line in a 
single night and left there to wither 
in the sun. According to Barbara 
Pleasant in “The Gardener’s Bug 
Book,” (Storey Publishing $14.95) 
cutworms are most active at night. It is then 
that the moth larvae circle around the plant 
to grab a bite or two. Efficient as they are at 
eating, this snack 1s all they need for now, but 
left to their own devices they can ravage the 
garden of its tender seedlings in just a few 
evenings. Cutworm collars are the first line 
of defense. Simply encircle them with strips 
of heavy paper buried a couple of inches 
deep. Pint-sized ice cream containers with 
the bottom cut or the waxy containers that 
soy milk or orange juice come in work great 
too and are easily cut to the right size with 
a pair of scissors. If you already lost a few 
plants, dig around in the soil next to them 
and chances are you'll find the soft, hairless 
caterpillar nearby. Be brave and squish it. 
Better yet feed it to your chickens, mine find 
them especially tasty. One wive’s tale was to 
put a long nail next to the seedlings. I tried it 
once, still had cutworms, then had to get all 
the nails out of my garden!

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one time it had OB, general surgery, and 
we all melded and all came here for a 
reason — the patient. It was phenomenal 

This really is a big loss for the com- 
munity.” 

He said the ER also provided patients 
with a lot more than medical care, con- 
necting them with social services. Many 
low-income residents without transpor- 
tation used the hospital on a regular 
basis, he said. “Those most impacted by 
the closing have the least means, it’s just 
a shame,” he said.

Robin Healey, an RN for 20 years at 
Mary Lane, agreed. “They’ve let down 
the whole community,” she said, by clos- 
ing the hospital. 

While many low-income patients 
have used the hospital, its medical crew 
has provided care to a wide variety of 
people, rich and poor, for almost 100 
years. 

Longtime resident Dave Gravel, 
whose wife was an ER nurse, said, “they 
saved my life,” as he and his wife min- 
gled with former employees. In 2013, 
Gravel was having chest pains that 
wouldn’t go away, and so he drove him- 
self from his Westbrook Avenue home 
to the where he was stabilized and sent 
on to Springfield, where he had a stent 
inserted in his heart. “What is going to 
happen now with the most serious cas- 
es?” Gravel said. “With having to make 
a trip to Palmer now, I’m not sure if 
everyone will make it. Feel bad not just 
for Ware, but also for Hardwick and the 
Brookfields.” 

For Nancy Snow, who was a Mary 
Lane ER nurse for 17 years, it wasn't 
just about her work family. 

“It was about what was best for the 
patient — we love them and they love us,” 
she said. Although, working there was 
certainly a great experience, she said. 
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Several dozen former Mary Lane employees pose for posterity and the end of an era as the hospital’s satellite emergency facility was closed at noon on June 3. 


“Mary Lane is such a great family, I’ve 
worked in several different hospitals be- 
fore Mary Lane and they haven’t been 
like this,” she said. “You were never 
alone, someone always had your back.” 

And it wasn’t just medical personnel 
who felt it was a family. “We had a great, 
great team here, this is a sad thing,” said 
Marge Wocjik, a unit secretary for 37 
years. “I loved the camaraderie and the 
sense of family here.” 

Tammy Beaumier, who worked as a 
unit secretary in the former Davis Wing, 
agreed. She started working at Mary 
Lane in the kitchen when she was in 
high school and returned as a secretary. 
“It was a great place,” she said. “It was 
like working with your family.” 

For Cheryl Nute, who has worked 
nights in Mary Lane’s ER for 40 years, 
ER, until this year it was the only work- 
place she has known. “I loved it here,” 
she said. “I came straight from college 
and worked here ever since.” She said 
Mary Lane always provided a lot of 
camaraderie, and she loved caring for 
the community. She now works at Wing 
Hospital in Palmer, which is now the 


nearest ER for Ware and surrounding 
towns. 

As the twilight darkened and they 
continued to tell stories, hug, take group 
photos and shed some tears together, 





it’s clear Mary Lane will live on in their 
hearts and minds. 

Or in the words of Carole King, who 
was unit secretary for almost 30 years, 
“It was fun while it lasted.” 
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Former employees of Mary Lane Hospital gathered on the evening of June 3, the day the satellite emergency 
facility was closed by Baystate Health, its parent company.

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ly Bish was a resident of Warren and was working as a 
lifeguard at the pond. Some personal possessions, such 
as her Quaboag Regional High School identification 
card, were found at Comins Pond. Her disappearance 
set off a massive search. 

Her remains were found nearly three 
years later in the woods of Whiskey Hill in 
nearby Palmer. 

State Police Detectives assigned to the 
Worcester County District Attorney’s Of- 
fice encourage anyone with information on 
Sumner or any additional information on 
the Molly Bish case to call the anonymous 
tip line at 508-453-7575. 

Photos of Sumner bear a resemblance 
to artist’s renderings of a man Molly’s 
mother, Magi Bish, saw in the Comins 
Pond parking lot the day before her daugh- 
ter’s disappearance. She was dropping her 
daughter off at her job, and gave police a 
description of the man. 

The family has asked Early’s office to 
provide their public statement to the press. 

“Tt is with grateful hearts that we extend 
our appreciation to the work of the Mas- 
sachusetts State Police detectives, particu- 
larly Detective Michael MacDonald, and 
Worcester District Attorney’s office, and 
the determination of both former District 
Attorney John Conte and current DA Joe Early,” ac- 
cording to the statement. 

“ To the reporters who shared Molly’s story, we 
could not be here today, without your help,” it reads.

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“To our family and friends, we are forever grateful for 
your love and strength supporting us over the past 21 
years. Our hearts are heavy with our loss and the real- 
ity of what may have happened to our daughter, but 
we are hopeful that there will be resolution and that no 
one else will ever be harmed. We are proud 
of Molly’s legacy of keeping children safe, 
advocating for families, and we feel it most 
strongly right now, reflected in our commu- 
nity.” 

The family also thanked those who were 
able to provide information about Sumner. 

“Thank you to those brave people who 
provided tips and information to the detec- 
tives,” 1t read. “We recognize how hard and 
scary that can be. Our community took ac- 
tion on June 27, 2000, and they have not 
stopped supporting our search for the per- 
son responsible for hurting our Molly. You 
have buoyed us. When they say, it takes a g 
to raise a child, our village in Warren, Mas- 
sachusetts has carried our broken hearts, 
and now helps us heal. We are so grateful 
for each and everyone of you. Thank you.” 

The Bish family has created the Molly 
Bish Foundation, which provides knowl- 
edge and education around child and fam- 
ily safety, and most recently, has advocat- 
ed for the passage of a familial DNA law. 
With this initiative, their goal is to promote 
familial searching as an additional search of a DNA 
profile in a law enforcement DNA database, which 1s 
conducted after a routine search does not identify any 
profile matches. The law gives police the potential to 
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identify close biological relatives of the source of an 
unknown forensic profile obtained from crime scene 
evidence, they have said, making it another tool for 
utilizing a DNA database to generate investigative 
leads and identify perpetrators of crime, and just as 
importantly, to help exonerate wrongfully convicted 
individuals. 

The Bish family also began sponsoring Missing 
Children’s Day at the State House, to gain for more 
resources and provide additional education for police 
and the public around responding to missing children. 

They also created the Molly Bish Center for the 
Protection of Children and the Elderly, with college 
officials at Anna Maria University.
